SpanisH Cruelty in the Conaueft of the Ifland of St. 
Dominco, defended by the Biflop of arian, and 

Barthelemi des las Cafas, in the 

Prefence of the King of Spain and bis council.

HEN the Spaniards firft landed on this 

ifland, they found no Jefs than a million 
of natives, and thofe of a courteous hofpitable 
difpofition, but as foon as thefe guefts gained 
the upper hand of the Indians by their , deadly 
weapons of war, they murdered above 500,000 
of thofe naked and unarmed creatures in lefS 
thanthree vears, and the remainder were oblig- 
ed to fubmit to a flavery much worfe than death 
itfelf ; in which they lived only to die in great- 
er pain. Some indeed, who fled to the moun- 
tains and {kulked in the holes and caves of the 
rocks efcaped the calamities, which their coun- 
try men were fubje&t to under their cruel tafk- 
mafters. But as nothing but their total extirpa- 
tion would fatisfy their new lords; they were 
not fultered to enjoy their liberty in their vo- 
luntary exile ; and after being reduced to the 
number of fixty thoufand by the fword, famine 


who impofed the moft terrible labours on them, 
and, without any reftraint from the king, ufed 
them as beats of burden. 3y which means 
being reduced to 14,000, their mifery at laft 
raifed the compaffion of the celebrated Barthe- 
lemi de las Cafas, 1 zealous and pious clergyman, 
tro undertakd their defence ; and for this pur- 
pofe he made feveral voy ages into Spain. 
Cardinal Ximexes, who after the death of 


king 


ferdinand was declared regent of the king- 
dom, was touched with the pathetic

which /as Cafas gave of the deplorable ftate. in 
which the avarice and cruelty of the Spaniards 
kept the Indians. Four Hierosymites were fenr 
to St. Domingo, with full power to reform the 
abufes, and efpecially to annul the divifions 
made by the former commiffaries, if they judg'd 
it decéfary for the intereft of religion. But 
thefe new commifflaries alleviated matters, and 
only took the Indians from private perfons, not 
daring to meddle with the more powerful fort, 
who were atthe fame time the worf matters. 
Las Cafas began his complaints againft the Hiero- 
nymites, and thefe retorted their accufations 
againft Jas Cafas. As this affair was never like 
to come to an endinthis manner, /as Cafas came 
once more into Spain; but cardinal Xismenes was 
dead, and the council for the Indies, being bri- 
bed, was very much prepofleffed againtt Jas 
Cafas. He therefore thought proper to apply 
directly to prince Charles, who governed under 
the name, and during the ficknefS, of queen 
Yoanhis mother. 

The Flemifh minifers promifed to proteé 
him ; but the Spanifh oppofed to him the bifhop 
of Darian, who more attentive to his own in- 
terefts, than to the good of his flock, had a 
hand in the dutribution of the Indians, and whe 
only came to Europe to fruftrate the defigns of 
las Cafas. ‘The controyverfy between thefe two 
men, divided the court, and excited the curiv- * 
fity of the king himfelf, who refolved to call 
an aflembly, in which the contending parties 
fhould produce their refpective reafons. And 
the bifhop of Darian having orders to explain 
himfelf concerning the divifion of the Indians, 
{poke thus, ‘ "Tis very extraordinary, faid this 
prelate, that there fhould be farther delidera- 
tions on an affair which has been fo often de- 
cided in the councils of the catholic kings. .’Tis 
no doubt from a due reflection on the difpofi- 
tion and manners of the Indians, thatthey have 
been treated with fo much feverity. Is it ne- 
ceffary here to recount the revolts and treache- 
ries of this worthle{s nation ? could they eve 
be fubdued but by violence? let us not flatter

They immediately un- 
dreiled to go out, and took hackneys, to: pre- 
vent mifchief: but after alarming all parts of 
the town, Gra#in was found by hts widow inshis 
pumps at Hide-Park, which appointment Tulip 
never kept, but made hts efcape into the coun- 
try. Flavia tears her hair for his tnglorious 
fafety, curfes and defpifes her charmer, is ful- 
len in love with Crajtin: Which is the firft parc 
of the hiftory of the Rival Afther. 


Th oie ftory inclofed may ferve as a fpeci- 
men of the pious frauds made ufe of by 
the over-zealous in all profeffions ; tho’ it more 
particularly exemplifies a detection in the 
church of Rome. It relates the encounter of a 
proteftant Shepherd with a counterfeit Devil, 
that attempted to perfuade him to renounce his 
faith popery; and is a tranflation from the 
Dutch, printed Aue. 7. N.S. 1676. 

The account is dated from Ummendorf, Fuly 
29. N. S. 1676, and is thus: in the bifhoprick 
of Halberftadt, near Jfeburab, there lives a poor 
fhepherd bred up in the proteftant religion, but 
of that kind, which, from JAfartin Luther, are 
called Lutherians, differing in many points 
from the Romijb church, and holding confub- 
ftantiation, &%c. Not fur from the plains where 
he kept his fheep, was fituated a monaftry, or 
convent of monks, who had frequently labour- 
ed with all the arguments they could ufe, to 
withdraw this fhepherd from his profeffion, and 
bring him over to the Romifb religion. How our 
fhepherd was furnifhed with logick, I cannot 
fay, but it appears he wanted nota fettled re- 
{olution which remained proof againf all their 
attempts : wherefore, finding neither perfuafi- 
ons nor flatteries would prevail, they proceed- 
ed to threatnings, telling him that if he perfift- 
ed in herefy after fo many ghoftly a dmonitions, 
he fhould immediately be plagued with the de- 
vil, who fhould carry him away quick into

The Devut killed by a SHEPHERD 
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hell. Buthe not regarding fuch ridiculous me- 
naces, perfifted ftill in his relizion. _Where- 
fore, two monks dreffed up themfelves in ftrange 
and wonderful fhapes ; the one very gay and 
beautiful, with a brave pair of wings, and 
other accoutrements, fir to reprefent him as a 
ood angel ; the other in 2 frightful habit, per- 
fon ting the devil. And being thus prepared, 
they came one night to the fhepherd, as he was 
fleeping in the fields in his carr, a Small hut 
Boing upon wheels, commonly ufed by men of 
is profeffion. The counterfeit angel frit ap- 
proach'd Kim, and with fair words and infiaua- 
tions, tempted him to embrace the Romijh 1e- 
ligion. Bur the good fhepherd (poflibly re- 
membring that text, Jf 4m angel from heaven 
Phould teach you any cther dottrine, than what you 
have received, let him be accurfed) would in no 
wife hearken unto him, fo as to turnto popery. 
Whereupon, the feeming angel told h'm, if he 
would not obey his meffige, he muft forthwih 
écliver him over to the devil; and finding his 
threats make no impreffion, he retreated ; and 
then prefently came up his confederate, repre- 
fenting the devil's own proper perfon, with a 
dreadful noife and muttering, and to the creat 
difmaying of the trembling fhepkerd. - Bur juft 
as the mock devil made an offer to feize on him, 
the fhepherd’s dog, not being afraid, when he 
faw his mafter in danger, fell upon the pretend- 
ed fiend; and when the fhepherd perceived 
that the devil was not able to keep of the dog, 
his courage returned, and leaping. out of his 
carr with his hook in his hand, knock’d down 
the fuppofed devil dead uponthe fpot; whom at 
day-light difcovering to be only a neighbour- 
yng monk, he bury’d him in his devil's drefs to 
prevent further trouble. But the confederate 
angel having fled at the fight of his companions 
fal], return’é next day with more monks to de- 
mand their brother. ‘The shepherd at firk 
denied the fadh: but being carried before a 
magiftrate, he {crupled nor to declare, ‘ That 
as for the monk, he could give no account of him; 
but that he had killed the devil who attacked 
him jaft night in his carr, and buried him as 
related above. The magiftrate immediate'y 
order’d the ground to be open’d : but the monk 
being found in his hellifh drefs, the monks 
rheught it moft prudent to drop their profecu- 
tion of the murder. 


The furprizing Account of thofe Spe€tres called 


VAMPYRES. 


‘T' ESE Vampyres are fuppofed to be the 
bodies of deceafed perfons animated by 
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evil fpirits, which come out of the Praves ia 
the ni it time, fuck the blood of many of the 
living, and thereby deftroy them. Such a no- 
tion will, probably be look'd upon as fabulous - 
but ic is related and maintain’d by authors of 


great authority. 
following extract. 
‘The Janpyres, which come out of the 
graves in the night time, rufh upon people 
fleeping in their beds, fuck out their blood, 
and deftroy them. ‘They attack men, women, 
and children, fparing neither age nor fex. 
The people attacked by them complain of fuf- 
focation, and a great interception of fpirits; 
afier which, they foon expire. Some of them, 
being afked, at the point of death, what is the 
matter with them, fay, they fuffer in the man- 
ner juft related trom people lately dead, or ra- 
ther, the fpectres of thofe people ; upon which 
their bodies, from the defcription given of them 
by the fick perfon, being dug out of the graves, 
appear in all parts, as the noftrils, cheeks, 
breaft, mouth, €¥%c. turgid and full of blood. 
Their countenances are frefh and ruddy ; and 
their nails, as well as hair, very much grown. 
And though they have been much longer dead 
then many other bodies, which are perfectly pu- 
trified, not the leaft mark of corruption is vi- 
fible upon them. Thofe who are deftroyed by 
them, after their death, become Vampyres;, 
fo that to prevent fo fpreading an evil, it is 
found requifite to drive a ftake through the 
dead body, from whence on this occafion, the 
blood flows as if the perfon was alive. Some- 
times the body is diig out of the grave, and 
burnt to afhes; upon which, all difturbances 
ceafe. The Hungarians call thefe fpectres Pam- 
gri, and the Serczans Vampyres ; but the etymon, 
or reafon of thefe names, is not known. 
M. Jo. HENR. Zoprivs. 
Thefe fpeétres are reported to have infefted 
feveral diftricts of Servia, and the bannet of 
Temefwaer, in the year 1725, and for feven or 
eight years afterwards, particularly thofe of 
Mevadia, or Afeadia, and Parakin, near the A%- 
vaua. Jn 1732, we hada relation of fome of 
their feats in the neighbourhood of Caffov'a ; 
and the publick prints took notice of the trage- 
dies they aéted in the bannat of Temrfwaer in the 
year 1738. Father Gabriel Kzaczynshi, in his 
natural hiftory of the kingdom of Poland, and 
and the great dutchy of Lithuania, pubdlifhed at 
Sexdomir, in 1721, affirms, that in Ruffia, Poland, 
and the great dutchy of Luthuaria, dead bodies, 
a@tuated by irfernal fpirits, fometimes enter 
peoples houfes in the night, fall upon men, 
women, 


From one of whom take the 
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worren, and children, and attempt to fiuffocate 
them ; and that of fuch diabolical facts his 
countryinen have feveral very authentic re- 
Jations. , 

The Poles call a man’s body thus infefted 
Crier, and that of a woman Chierzyca, a 
c.inced or feathered creature; which name feems 
to be dedutad fromthe furprizing lightnefs and 
activity ofthefe incarnul demons. If we re- 
member’ right, an account of them alfo, from 
Pola, is to be met with in fome of the news 
papers for 1593, perfectly agreeing with thofe 
of the Sereian Vampyres givenus by M. Zopf 5. 
In fine, the notion of fuch peftiferious beings 
has prevailed from time immemorial over a 
great part of Fungary, Serzia, Carniola, Poland, 
&c. as is evinced by feveral authors in con- 
wnction with the aforefaid A/ Zopfi:s. To which 
we thall beg leave to add, that the antient Greeks 
alfo fem to have been firmly perfuaded, that 
deux bodies were ‘ometimes acted by evil fpirits, 
-s appears from afragment of Pilegon. Neither 
is this opinion, however it may be ridiculed by 
many people, altogether without foundation ; 
fince the fupreme Leing mey make wicked fpi- 
rits his infruments of punifhment here, as well 
as plagues, wars, fimires, €&c. and that 
he adually bas done fo, is fuficiently apparent 
from fcripture, to omit what has been faid on 
this head by fome of the mof eminent profane 
authors. See Cabmet’s differtation upon good 
and bad angels: his articles of Angels, Demon, 
Devil, Satan, &c. in dié&. bidl. and the follow- 
ing texts of fcripture, Pf. Ixxviit 49. $i. 
Matt. xi. 22-——2 3. Mark iil. 22——31. Luke x1. 
ig—-31. xill. 16. AGfs xix 13—-17.

difputed---The publick records, from King 
Henry If. prove it beyond a doubt. 

As therefore the bill gives to the Jews to be 
naturaliz’d no new or greater privileges, than wha 
every Jew born in England at prefent by law 
enioys, it feems hard to aflign a good reafon, 
why the parliament may not be fafely entrufted 
with the power of naturalizing foreign Jews, 
if taney fhall think proper---This is all the bill 
does in favour of the Jews: But it goes far- 
ther, and per contra, abridges the natural right 
of every few bornhere: for the bill very 
prudently declares ail Jews, for the fature in- 
capable of purchafing or inheriting any ad- 
yewfons, or rights of patronege, or prefenta-

Chronological Diary of Foreign and Domeftick Affairs. 


FOREIGNAFFAIRS. 
Genoa, May 12. 


E hear from Barcelona, that an Englith 

merchant fhip, cailei the Elizabeth, 
which was tiking in her Inding there, by fome 
accident took fire and b'ew up, by which feve- 
ral perfons loft their lives 

By a veffel arrived from Barcelona we are 
informed, that a fhip, which failed from that 
ort with ftores and provifions for the garrifons 
of Ceuta and Oran, perceiving at fome diftance 
a Barbiry Xebeck, frightened the crew and 
pallengers to fuch a degree, as to force the 
captain to tack about, and make the land, where 
they threw themfelves afhore with the utmoft 
precipitation. ‘I'he pirate took advantage of 
their timidity, and regul iting his behaviour by 
theirs, came up with the deferted fhip, and 
very eafily took her into his pofleffion, with a 
cargo valued at 200,000 piafter{s. 

Wwerjaw, Alay 19. We received advice, that 
100 Haydamecks on horfeback had fallen upon 
the little town of Pallio, forced their way into 
the caftle, and carried of every thing that was 
valuable, together with two of the fervants, 
but a body of Tartars going in purfuit of them, 
overtook and attacked them with fo much fury, 
that they were obliged to relinquifh their pri- 
foners, and the greateft part of their booty 
and had ten of their men killed. = 

Provtzlow, Adey 18. Laft week we had a 
hard froft here, by which the mulbery trees 
and walnut trees received confiderable damage. 

Brnils, May 24. According to fome letters 
from Parts we are informed, that the princes 
of the blood, the dukes and peers of France, 
together with the principal officers of the 
crown, were to aflemble at Verfailles, in order 
to confult about the fituation of the parliament, 
and prepare proper remonftrances to be laid 
before the King in favour of the banifhed mem- 
bers of that illufrious body. The publick, 
well informed of his majefty’s natural difpofition 
to clemency, alre ‘dy looks on their being re- 
called asathing almof certain, and no one 
coubdts of the fpeedy return of the great cham- 
ber to this capital. What feems to confirm 
this opinion is, the difgrace the antient bifhop 
of Mirepotx is lately fallen into, from whom, 
tus pretended, the king has taken away the 
number of Benefices he poffeffed, and beftowed 
them upon Cardinal Rochefoucaulr, 
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Paris, May 25. Since the banifhment of the 
parliament, great numbers of the copics of the 
remonfrauces vy hich that body made to the king, 
ha-e been difperfed here as thefe was printed 
wichout a licence, in all probability the court 
will foon give orders to flop the publication of 
them ; and the demand for them is fo yreat, 
that they have been fold tor ten crowns cach. 
Great numbers of people are daily going to 
Pontoife, on account of its being the relidence 
of the great chamber. 

The princes of the blood have protelted 
againtt Festal the marriage contract between 
the prince of Conde, and Mademoitelle de 
Soutife, on account of the titles which that 
prince aflumes, and which they pretend, are 
repugnant to their rights. Several meetings 
have been held at Verfatlles for fertling this 
affair.

Letters 
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Letters from Italy mention a very melancho- 
ly affair that has lately happened in that coun- 
try: An Englifhman of great diftinétion, tra- 
veling from Rome to Naples with his governor, 
ina pot chaife, met on the Frontiers fome 
carriages filled with Sbirri, who are a kind of 
Marfhals men, or afliftants to the officers of 
jutice, who drove rudely againft the chaife, 
and were very near overturning it, ‘The go- 
vernor reproving them, they difcharged a pif- 
tol, by which he was mortaly. wounded, and 
died as foon as he arrived at Naples. His 
pupil, extremely chagrined, returned to Rome, 
where he fell fick, and died ina few days.
